He was en- 
tering upon the seventy-fourth day 
of his hunger strike as a protest 
against a sentence of two years im- 
prisonment on several charges, in- 
cluding one of having seditious Goc- 
‘uments in his possession.

The governor’s statement, issued

Senator 
Harding has said that he was not 
interested in clarification, but in re- 
jection. I have every expectation 
that after November 2 much of the 
partisan spirit that has been visited 
upon discussion of the league will 
have subsided.

therefore, sit down with the senate 
and reach an agreement about our 
going into this league.

SOUTH NOW FACES 
GREATEST EPOGH 
E PROSPERITY 


Says Fairfax Harrison in 
His Annual Report to 
Directors of Southern 
Railway— Horizon Is 
Bright for Future. 


SOUTH IS RECOGNIZED 
BY FINANCIAL WORLD 


Long Generation Strug- 
gle. for Bare Existence 
Has Passed With the De- 
velopment of Southern 
Industry, Says Railway 
President. 


Picturing the southland as re- 
leased from the absorbing activities 
of the strenuous war times and 
turning to the, peaceful pursuits of 
industry and commerce, President 
Fairfax Harrison, of the Southern 
railway, in his annual] report to the 
directors, just. made public, por- 
trays the states south of the Po- 
tomac as preparing to step over 
the threshold. of an era of perma&- 


nent prosperity and industrial im- 


portance, that promises to become 
the greatest epoch in the history 
of the south. 

“The south fs now recognized by 
the business world to be prosper- 
ous, measured by ‘every economie 
test,” declared Mr. Harrison, “and 
the long generation, struggle for 
bare existence has passed.” 

.Mr. Harrison, in enumerating the 
causes for the prosperity of the 
south, declares that one of the most 
potent causes for the permanent 
prosperity that is unquestidénably 
promised, is that the. standard of 
living has been materially raised 
among the people of Dixie. 

Following the war. between the 
states, declares the railroad presi- 
dent, the south produced, at low 
costs, what it had to sell as raw 
material, and further states that 
these products, manufactured in 
the north, were returned to the 
people of this section at high prices. 
This condition that continued for 
many years served to keep the south 
poor. But, with the development 
of southern industry within the 
past few years there ‘have _  atso 
come higher prices for raw mate- 
rial and higher wages for southern 
people. These causes have been re- 


sponsible for increasing the earning | 
and purchasing power of the aver- j. 


age southern family, which means, 
of course, a higher state-of pros- 


perity. 
Believe in Home Industry. 

Mr. Harrison, who is fully con- 
vinced that the prosperity of the 
southern people is based upon per- 
manency, shows that the people 
here are more fully alive to the 
potentiality of fostering home in- 
dustries, which means higher rates 
of return upon southern products. 

“The argument,” continues. Mr. 
“that there is and ha 
been inflation and extravagance in 
the present situation may be jus- 
tified and will be tested by the 
event, but the cheerful fact re- 
mains that the south is today feel- 
ing what Dr. Johnson called ‘the 
potentiality of growing rich beyond 
the dreams of avarice.’” 

The number of new industries now 
being erected in the southland, ac- 
cording to Mr. Harrison’s report, 
including additions to enterprises 


already in operation, is greater than’ 


at any time in the history of the 
south. Five hundred and eight 
new industries were completed and 
put in operation along the lines of 
the Southern railway system, and 


| two hundred and ninety-four indus- 
tries were enlarged during the year 


1919 and the first six months of 1920. 
The amount of capital invested in 
the new enterprises was $225,000,000 
along the lines of the Southern rail- 
way. These figures include exten- 
sions of. old industries, and are 
compared with $1532,165,000, the cost 
of plants under _.construction be- 
tween July 1, 1917, and June 30, 
1920, along the. lines of the ner 
ern railway.

Jonn S. Highsmith, aged 37, of 31

was shot and seriously wounded 
Monday night by Newport A. Lan- 
ford, of 342 South Boulevard, for- 
‘mer chief of detectives of this city.

In what he believed might be a 
dying statement, Mr. Highsmith de- 
clared at the hospital that Lanford 
had shot him and that he (High- 
smith) was “in the right" in the 
quarrel. In this statement the vic- 
tim claimed that he knocked his 


assailant down three times. 


The shooting occurred following a 
quarrel in. Mr. Highsmith’s autemo- 
bile on DeKalb avenue, after Lan- 
ford is said to have threatened to 
shoot the driver of the car, Frank 
Faucett, and N. O. McWilliams, who 
Was with aaisiate si and Mr. High- 
smith. 

Faucett’s Statement. 

Frank Faucett stated at the po- 
lice station last night that he and 
N. O. McWilliams were approached 


and Mr. Lanford, who were in an 
automobile. Faucett states that he 
was a client of Mr. Highsmith and 
wished to talk with him about a 
case in which hé is concerned. 

After discussing the case, Mr. 
Highsmith told Fanceft that he 
wished to see Walter Jones, regard- 
ing the purchase of a motorcycle, 
and asked Faucett to drive his car 
for him to the home of Walter 
Jones, as he himself did not know 
the location. This, Faucett states, 
he agreed to do, and hé and Mc- 
Williams entered the automobile, 
Faucett taking the wheel and driv- 
ing to 20 Anderson avenue, the home 
of Jones.

“*‘The@umber of new industrial 
establishments now in course of con- 
struction, including additions to 6n- 
terprises already in operation, is 
greater than at any time in the his- 
tory of the south. Five hundred ana 
eight new industries wéfe completed

More than 50 per cent of the 
1919 production was converted in 
the south into a large variety of 
finished articles, while only 20 per 
cent of the 1890 production was 
melted in the south, and that chiefly 
into castings and pipe.

“The exportation of manufa 
articles and of coal from iam eeen 
is rapidly increasing. Difficulties 
of transportation affecting the 
movement of traffic through con- 
gested terminals of the eastern sea- 
board have occasione@ a larger flow 
of export traffic through South At- 
lantic and Gulf ports. Rate adjust- 
ments have been established which 
permit the movement of such -traf- 
fic jin competition with routes 
through the eastern seaboard. This 
traffic has reached a substantial 
volume and is engaging more ves- 
Sels than ever before frequented 
southern ports. A healthy increase 
in this traffic is assured. The serv. 
ice is attracting increased imports 
as well.

Wife Is Killed, 
Husband Injured, 
In Auto Crash 


Mrs. Emmet. Davidson 
Instantly Killed When 
Car Slides Down Em- 
bankment.

Dublin, Ga., October 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mrs. Emmet Davidson was 
instantly killed this afternoon, her 


husband suffered a fracture on each 
side of his skull and her small 
daughter, Cleo Keen, escaped un- 
hurt when the automobile in which 
they were riding tumbled down a 
ten-foot embankment at Tingle, 
about four miles from Dublin, and 
pinned them underneath the car.

Lloyd-George Explains,

London, October 25.—Umnder the 


‘whip of public necessity, the govern- 


ment is rushing through parliament 
its “emergency power” bill, grant- 
ing the cabinet extraordinary 
means for counteracting any dis- 
play of force that may show §it- 
self during the mine strike ,and 
for protecting the public in the 
event of a shortage of necessities. 

The measure reached its second 
reading in commons Monday night, 
with Lloyd-George himself stand- 
ing sponsor for the rigorous terms 
included in the measure. 

The premier refused, at least pub- 
licly, to say whether or not he was 
hopeful regarding the negotiations 
now in progress with the miners, 
declaring that he could not “indi- 
cate any opinion at this time” on 
that subject. 

In his defense of the emergency 
power bill, Liloyd-George declared 
that the triple alliance, miners, 
railway men and transport workers, 
had ajready arranged plans which 
if carried to fruition might para- 
lyze the whole life of the nation. 

The government did not expect 
such a serious eventuality to arise, 
he said, but it was nevertheless nec-

Creeping Paralysis Continues. 

The creeping paralysie of the na- 
tion continues, growing more evi- 
dent every day. Further shutdowns 
of industries other than the min- 
ing are experienced in aH indus- 
trial centers. 

There is, however, a more opti- 
mistic spirit abroad than was shown 
during the last days of the week, 
when the outlook was particularly 
dark. The postponement of the rail- 
way strike immediately heartened 
the public and gave promise that 
the worst features of a general 
strike might be avoided. 

All day conferences were held 
with members of the fovernmen’ 
and representatives of the miners 
in attendance. The premier, dur- 
ing the morning, held a long con- 
sultation with various coal experts. 
It was reported that the miners 
were maintaining their attitude thai 
the demanded increase was justi- 
fied owing to the increase in the 
cost of living. In defending the 
decreased output the miners accused 
the coal operators of reserving the 
best veins until the government con- 
trol of coal should be removed, 

Both sides continue secretive re- 
garding the nature of the govern- 
ment’s proposal, which, however, is 
believed to be framed along seme- 
what similar lines as those sug- 
gested by William Brace, president 
of gfe South Wales Miners’ Federa- 
tion, in the house of commons last 
week. This was to the effect that 
the two shillings demanded by the 
miners should be granted tempo- 
rarily, pending the creation of a 
permanent wage board, and the 
whole matter reviewed Dy the end 
of the year. 

Optimism Is Expressed. 

Prominent executives of the fed- 
eration and government officials 
are quoted by newspapers here as 
being optimistic of the situation. 


It is believed an arrangement will 
be reached by which each side can 
at least claim it has not yielded its 
main contention. 

Newspapers of this city continue 
hopeful, for the most part, and ex- 


press relief, as the National Union 
of Railway Men decided to defer 
calling a strike.

THE CONVENTION. 


The democratic state convention 
at Macon yesterday formally con- 
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i I firmed the results of the recent 
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primaries in nominating Thomas 
E. Watson for United States sena- 
tor, Thomas W. Hardwick for gov- 
ernor, and ratifying the popular 
selection of nominees for other 
ae offtces. 

At the same time, and for the 
first time in the history of the 
democratic party in Georgia, the 
state convention refused to indorse 
the national democratic platform 
and the record of the national 
democratic administration. 

Thus Georgia becomes the only 
democratic state in the union to 
set at defiance the platform declar- 

ation’ of the national party organ- 
ization and to withhold its ap- 
proval of the great work achieved 
by the national administration of 
the party. 

More than that, the convention 
specifically condemned the great 

policy to which the party, as a na- 
tional organization, is committed— 

the approval of the principle of a 

_ peague of nations, intended to 
bring about the settlement of dif- 
ferences between governments by 
peaceful rather than by warlike 
methods. 

As much as we may disagree 
with the convention in putting it- 
self directly at cross purposes with 
the party, we must abide its action 
and support its nominees.

THE DEATH OF MacSWINEY. 
Death has finally ended the ten- 
sion that has existed over the out- 
come of the hunger strike of Ter- 
rence MacSwiney, lord mayor of 
Cork, who, for seventy-three days, 
has lingered in prison, determined 
to starve himself to death rather 
than: to abide by the sentence of 
the court, in which he was con- 
victed of sedition. 

Reduced to its final analysis, the 
death of MacSwiney was suicide, 
pure and simple—as much as 
though he had taken poison or 
ended his life with a dagger in 
court following his conviction. . 
Of course, the motive that 
prompted him was patriotic, from 
his point of view; and he made the 
supreme sacrifice, subjecting him- 
self to the trying ordeal of starva- 
tion in the hope that it would at- 
tract the sympathetic attention. of 
the world to what he called “the 
cause of Ireland.” 

To do that he has made his lov- 
ing wife a widow and his innocent, 
helpless child an orphan. 

There can be ‘po doubt that the 
man who voluntarily puts himself 
through such a test of endurance— 
a test that must result in death—is 
actuated, not only by the deepest 
sincerity, but by the broadest 
patriotism. 

But there is room for very seri- 
eus doubt as to whether or not the 
Sacrifice MacSwiney has made has 
produced or will bring about the 
result intended; and as to whether 
or not the civilized world will ap- 
prove the method he employed to 
“help the cause.” ‘ 
Unquestionably, had the British 
government surrendered to Mac- 
Swiney’s ultimatum of release un- 
der the threat of starvation, there 
would have ‘een an end to British 


Swiney’s “hunger _ strike” had 
proven a success, every other one 
who might set British authority at 
defiance would. have resorted to 
the same method to evade punish- 
ment. 

The issue had to be made sooner 
or later. 

And now that it has been made, 
it is to be hoped that this will be 
the last test of its sort to be made 
in Great Britain or elsewhere.

Extending Cotton Market 
Better Than Stimulating 
Price of Unsound Credit 


Editor Constitution: The move- 
ment inaugurated by R. F. Maddox 
to associate large capital for the 
direct financing of cotton exports 
ought to have the strong support of 
southern financial interests because 
it opens the way for strengthening 
the market in a natural, healthful 
and helpful manner instead of re- 
sorting to artificial price stimula- 
tion by the giving of unsound cred- 
its, based upon the harmful with- 
holding of a great staple from world 
consumption and with a resultant 
inflation .in opposition to the gener- 
al policy of deflation which is now 
so necessary for a return to normal 


conditions. 

If the federal reserve were to ac- 
cede to the demand for practically 
unlimited credits in order that cot- 
ton might be indefinitely stored un- 
til the price reaches an arbtirarily- 
fix a point, one of two things would 
certainly happen: Either the cot- 
ton would cease to bloom in Dixie 
or the future market would be glut- 
ted far beyond the limits of con- 
sumption, with a final demoraliza- 
tion far greater than that which is 
causing justified concern at the 
present time. 

Seemingly some of our astute bus- 
iness men have had their reasoning 
power so distorted by their deep 
and natural concern over the south- 
ern financiai outlook that they have 
unconsciously assumed the position 
of the Alabama legislator who 
promised his prospective constit- 
uents that, if elected, his first move 
would be to propose the repeal of 
the law of supply and demand. 

The writer does not for a moment 
pose as an expert. His lack of 
knowledge of the technique of cot- 
ton marketing and financing is un- 
doubtedly colossal in some respects. 
But it happens that he has been an 
interested member of the foreign 
trade class which: has just conclud- 
ed its very practical course under 
the auspices of the Atlanta Cham- 


Commercial congress. It is but nat- 
ural, therefore, that the wise expe- 
dient offered in the plan of Mr. 
Maddox makes an instant appeal. 

The present cotton situation is 
only one of the many trade condi- 
tions which are directing the atten- 
tion of our business men to the ne- 
cessity of developing more consis- 
tently our foreign trade and pro- 
viding facilities for financing it in 
competition with the more liberal 
policies of the European banking in- 
terests. 

The genius of foreign trade as a 
stabilizer of domestic conditions lies 
in the fact that it offers an outlet 


for excess production. When pro- 
duction reaches the point that the 
domestic supply .is_ satisfied and 
home demand consequently de- 
creases, then the finding of an im- 
portant market in some other coun- 
try is. essential. 

In the case of cotton this market 
already exists—largely in Germany. 
But the war has produced abnor- 
mal conditions and therefore unusu- 


al methods must be applied. Extra- 
ordinary, long-time credit must be 
given the German importers until 
their factories can convert the raw 
material into the finished product 
and the sale thereof can be effect- 
ed. Then the Gérman manufactur- 
er will send to the United States his 
eventual payment in gold. And per- 
haps, also, tl depreciation of ex- 
change now operating against the 
German importer will have been im- 
proved. The plan of Mr. Maddox is 
essentially sound in every way.

CRAWLEY CASE 10 BE 
HEARD IN GAINESVILLE 


Judge J. B. Jones Will Pass 
on Extraordinary Motion © 
on November 6. 


The case of Decatur and George 
Crawley, under suspended sentence 
to hang for the murder of United 
States Deputy Marshal. Dixon, of 
Union county, will .be heard on an 
extraordinary motion for a new trial 
set before Judge J. B. Jones at 
Gainesville, on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 6, 

It is said that strong new evi- 
dence will be presegted at this hear- 
ing in behalf of a new trial for the 
two brothers, who are now held in 
the Atlanta jail pending their final 
sentence. 

The Atlanta Journal of Labor in 
its current issue has the following 
editorial comment concerning the 


case: 
There has been grave doubts in the minds 
of many thinking people that the elements of 


conspiracy or murder entered into the case, ' 


and so far as the legal points are concerned, 
a minority of the supreme court had doubts. 


The Amazing Phase. 


Here is a part of the story that is most 
amazing: 

The Crawleys are charged with murder and 
conspiracy to murder. Decatur and George 
must hang, Rosa and Blaine must spend 
the rest of their lives behind stone walls. 
Decatur and George are accused of killing 
Benjamin F. Dixon, a United States deputy 
marshal. ‘They admit that they killed him. 
The other two were in the next room when 
the shooting took place and are charged 
with being accessories, They must be guilty. 
Two courts have held that they are, 

The Crawley family was tried at Blairs- 
ville, the county seat of Union, and the 
superior court found four of them guilty. 
Two weeks ago the supreme court of Geor- 
gia refused them a new trial. The court 
was divided, but the majority was against 
the new trial for the three boys. As to Rosa, 
the justices were divided three and three 
and automatically her sentence stands be- 
cause of their failure to agree. 

Justice hag been given them in the sight 
of the courts, and yet they spend their weary 
days in jail and wonder whether the laws 
are right or wrong. 

They are waiting now for the order which 
will take them back to Blairsville to be re- 
sentenced. After that nothing can save 
them but some extraordinary proceeding be- 
fore the courts or clemency from Governor 
Dorsey. 

That is the situation which confronts the 
Crawleys. Convicted unjustly for killing a 
man in self-defense, as they see it, their 
obedience and good behavior ag prisonerg has 
given them a reputation even outside the 
prison walls. With the shadow of death 
hanging over them they appear almost indif- 
ferent to their fate. Their cases apparently 
hopeless, a strong faith that something will 
yet happen is all about them—and the last 
quality explains the other two. 


Two Sentenced to Die, 


George and Decatur Crawley are sentenced 
to death; Blaine Stewart, a cousin, and 
Rosa, the sister, life imprisonment. 

The majority of the supreme court ruled 
against a new trial. Let us suppose the de- 
Cision of the court was sustained by a vote 
of four to two, under the ruling these two 
men tmust hang on the mere interpretation 
of a law by two votes—and if the vote was 
a tie they would hang just the same, because 
these six learned judges could not agree. 

That seems to be the case of Rosa—the 
judges are divided—the vote is three and 
three, and this imnocent young girl, who, 
from all accounts, has lived a blameless 
life, must suffer in a prison cell, the asso- 
ciates of criminals and the worst of human 
life—a living hell to her—a life that means 
tortures that compared to which the flames 
of hell would be soothing and a pleasure— 
all because the judges cannot agree, 

For these judges we have the highest re- 
gard and respect; they are men of high char- 
acter and iearned in the law, but we cannot 
understand a law that re to give the 
accused an opportunity to prove her inno- 
cence, As the case with Rosa now stands 
she must serve this sentence for the reason 
that ohe-half of the court says she is not 
entitled to a new hearing, notwithstanding 
three other judges'of equal standing render 
an opposite decision; they not being able 
to agree, this young woman must suffer 
a me and humiliation of life imprison-

Tanner’s brother was recently ac- 
quitted of a charge of murder in 
Louisiana, and a sister is awaiting 
trial here on a similar charze.

4:35 o’clock that 
they should go to the mayor’s hbed- 
side, as they thought death was ap- 
proaching. The brother asked for 
the privilege of communicating 
with other relatives who were not 
present, but the officials, it is said, 
refused him the use of a telephone. 

After the prisoner’s death, his 


brother and the chaplain were not 
permitted to leave Brixton prison 


until _6:15 o’clock.,. John Mac- 
Swiney immediately conveyed word | ‘#2 
to the widow of the lord mayor, 
who was staying at a West End ho- 
tel with Mr. and Mrs. O’Brien, the 
former being the London executive 
of the Irigh Self-Determination 
league.

British Say Heart Failure. 

The cause of MacSwiney’s death 
was heart failure, according to a 
statement issued at the home of- 
fice. 

This statement is considered an 
indirect answer to the criticisms of 
Dr. Josiah Oldfield, the physician 
and publicist, who had declared it 
was wrong for the lord mayor’s 


doctors to administer meat juice 
and brandy. He said brandy was a 
poison and that a man at the point 
of death was very susceptible to 
poison. Dr. Oldfield added that 
when a man fasted a long time the 
first food he could endure was fruit 
juice: 

When one of the officials was 
asked today regarding Mrs. Mac- 
Swiney’s absence from the bedside 
when death occurred, he replied by 
saying the restrictions which were 
recently imposed upon the visits 
of relatives were urged by the at- 
tending physicians as vital to the 
prisoner’s own interests. 

Terence MacSwiney was 40 years 
Old and was one of the most im- 
portant Sinn Feiners. He started 
life as a draper’s assistant, but be- 
came a poet, author anda play- 
wright before taking up politics se- 
riously. Later he became violently 
anti-English. 

While in Wakefield jail, York- 
shire,.in-1916, .he. met..Muriel. Mur- 
phy, daughter of a wealthy Cork 
distiller, who visited the jail, and 
Shortly after they were’ married, 
despite much opposition. 

MacSwiney was elected as a Sinn 
Fein member from Cork to the Brit- 
ish parliament-in 1918, but never 
took his seat. He was present at 
the first session of the Irish par- 
liament in 1919, when the establish- 
ment of the republic was confirmed, 
and was elected lord mayor of 
Cork in 1920. 

For various political offenses he 
had been in jail, with brief inter- 
vals of liberty, since.January, 1916, 
and in October, 1917, secured his 
we from jail by hunger strik- 
ng. 

MacSwiney’s grave will be along- 
side that of his official predeces- 
sor, Lord Mayor Thomas MacCur- 
tain, who was shot in his own 
home in Cork on March 20.

Series of Funeral Services, 


These arrangements are contin- 
gent upon the possibility of gov- 
ernmental interference, which, how- 
ever, is regarded as unlikely. The 
Progress of the funeral party from 
Dublin to Cork will be marked by 
a series of services at all the pop- 
ulous centers en rout. final ob- 
Sequies will be held in Cork cathe- 
dral and interment will be made in 
St. Fin Barr’s cemetery in Cork. 
The grave in which MacSwiney will 
be buried is known as “Republican 
Plot,” which has been reserved for 
Irish nationalist soldiers.

No Other Controversy 
Except Jameson’s Raid 
on Boers Has So Deeply 
Stirred Great Britain. 


London, October 25.—The story 
of the self-starvation of Terence 
MacSwiney, lord mayor of Cork, 
probably will become one of the 
most moving chapters of the cen- 
turies-long histor of the Irish 
struggle. No other controversy has 
stirred Great Britain so deeply as 
this since the one that centered 
upon Cecil Rhodes, when the 
Jameson raid was balked by Paul 
Kruger and the raiders imprisoned. 

The campaign in England for 
MacSwiney’s release from prison 
has been apart from all political 
and party considerations, and even 
the king was drawn into it. The 
movement in MacSwiney’s behalf 
was mainly humanitarian and en- 
listed tender-hearted people of all 
factions, but was urged by others 
with arguments of party strategy. 

“MacSwiney dead and canonized 
in the hearts of the Irish people 
with Wolf Tone and the Manches- 
ter martyrs would be a more valu- 
able asset to the Sinn Fein than 
MacSwiney alive. and, even though 
a free pass to freedom for Mac- 
Swiney might weaken the govern- 


ment’s hand, why help the separat- 
ist cause by giving it a martyr?” 
were the arguments put forward 
even by British unionists. 

“Stand by the law and do not 
create a precedent which would 
make the will of a convicted rebel 
the decisive factor in determining 
whether he shall be punished,” was 
the argument of the stand-fast fac- 
tion. A majority of the English 
papers, including The London 
Times and the liberal press, the 
labor unionists and many members 
of both parties in parliament join- 
ed in the agitation for MacSwiney’s 
release.

New York, October 25.—Irish sym- 
pathizers numbering more than ten 
thousand attended maés meetings 
here tonight, protesting against 
what they termed the “murder by 
the imperialistic government of 
Great Britain” of Lord Mayor Ter- 
ence MacSwiney, of Cork. 

Dudley Field Malone, farmer- 
labor party candidate for governor 
of New York; Walter E. Holloway, 
of Philadelphia, and several Irish 
women, speaking to a great, crowd 
in Columbus Circle, criticised the 
government at Washington and the 
republican and democratic: national 
candidates “for refusa] to intervene 
in the cause of Ireland.» 

Flags of the Irish republic and 
of American and buttcns bearing 
the photograph of Mayo? MacSwiney 
were distributed in the crowd, which 
booed and hissed every mention of 
the British government with pro- 


longed, applause. 

A young man in the crowd, who 
said he was an Englighman, be- 
littled remarks made by one of the 
speakers and was severely beaten 
before being rescued by policemen. 

Lloyd-George Accused. 
_ Resolutions adopted by the 
Friends of Irish Freedom, in another 
meeting, protested against “the 
murder in Brixton prison of Terence 
MacSwiney,” and _ declared “we 
charge Lloyd-George with the com- 
mission of this most heinous 
crime.” / 

Diarmuid Lynch, national secre- 
tary of the Friends of Irish Free-

A mass meeting of citizens to de- 
nounce British treatment of Terence 
MacSwiney, lord mayor of Cork, who 
died today in London, called for next 
Sunday afternoon at the Polo 
grounds, Was announced by the 
committee on Irish independence. 

Protests to Be Made. 

Protests against “the attacking of 
towns by British police’ and the 
treatment of other hunger strikers” 
are to be made in speeches by La- 
monn DeValera, “president of the 


Irish republic,” and Frank P. Walsh, 
of the committee on Irish independ- 
ence, 

Mr. Walsh announced that a re- 
quest had been made to the State 
dep2riment at Washington by the 
American commission on Irish in- 
dependence for a hearing some day 
this week at which “an. appeal 
would be made for official protest 
imn the name of humani*’,;’ against 
British rule in Ireland. 

He said Lord Mayor MacSwiney’s 
death would in time “shake the Brit- 
ish empire to its foundations,” add- 
ing that “no event in hundreds of 
years has served to.draw world at- 
tention to the infamy and barbarity 
of that empire as has this tragic 
martyrdom of a young, freedom- 
loving Irishman.” 


DEVALERA DISC'USSES 
MacSWINEY’S DEATH. 

Washington, October 25.—Eamonn 
DeValera, president of the provision- 
al Irish republic, declared in a state- 
ment today that the principles for 
which Mayor MacSwiney and his 
comrade, Fitzgerald, died, were the 
principles of the American declara- 
tion of independence and President 
Wilson’s war aims—‘‘the inalienable 
right to liberty, ‘the privilege of 
men éverywhere to choosé ti eir own 
way of life and obedience.” 

“Like Patrick Henry and his com- 
rades,” said Mr. DeValera, ‘these 
jrish putriots were forced bv tne 
tyranny that would deprive them of 
at to make death the alterna- 
ive.” 

Mr. DeValera declared Ireland was 
“now the one last white nation that 
is deprived of its liberty,” and that 
it asked only America’s moral sup- 
port in its fight for freedom. 

Mr. de Valera also gave out a 
copy of a cablegram addressed by 
him,to Mrs. MacSwiney, which said: 

“May the noble pride that such 
a man was your husband console 
you for your ioss, and may the 
knowledge that your sufferings,and 
his have touched the hearts Of an 
apathetic world and aroused it to 
a realization of the agonies that are 
being endured for liberty’s sake in 
Ireland comfort you. At the shrine 
of his bier and the death bed of 
his comrades we pledge that whilst 
an Irish heart beats we shall re- 
sist till the hands of those who 
would rob our country of its inde- 
pendence shall fall nerveless or a 
just Judge has taken His  ven- 
geance.”’

Hunger Striker 
In Cork Prison 
Yields to Death 


Joseph Murphy Second 

Cork Striker to Die. 
/ Murphy Said to Be U. S. 
Citizen.

Cork, October 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Joseph Murphy, 
one of the“hunger strikers in Cork 
jail, died tonight. | 

The death of Murphy occurred at 
8:35 p. m. He was 25 years old 
and unmarried. 

Murphy was a member of the Irish 
volunteers and was well. known as 
an athlete. 


Joseph Murphy was one of the 
eleven men incarcerated in Cork 
jail two days before Lord Mayor 
MacSwiney was sent to Brixton 
prison in London. All the men in 
Cork jail immediately went on a 
hunger strike. Last week one of 
them, Michael Fitzgerald, died. 

There were reports last month 
that Murphy was an American citi- 
zen. It was asserted that he was 
born in Lynn, Mass. cretary of 
State Colby was declared to be in- 
veStigating the claim. 

A dispateh from Cork on Septem- 
ber 10 asserted that the American 
consul there had established the 
fact that Murphy was born in Lynn, 
but that he had been brought to 
Ireland when an infant by his 
father, who is a British subject. 

Murphy’s father, Timothy Murphy, 
a shoemaker, resides in Pouladuff, a 
suburb of Cork. He said that. he 
was the father of fifteen children, 


only six of whom are living:~ He 


emigrated to’ America in 1891, set- 
tled in Lynn, where three of his 
children, including Joseph, were 
born, The father declared that he 
took out his first citizenship pa- 
pers in 1895, but that he left the 
United States before his naturaliza- 
tion became complete. 

At the beginning of the war one 
son, born in Lynn, according to Mr. 
Murphy, registered at the American 
consulate in Queenstown .as an 
America. Joseph, however, failed to 
register. 

It Is asserted that the government 
accusation against Murphy was that 
he had a bomb in his possession.
